Superintendent Stackhouse Delivers Final Word 
Of Thanksgiving For Success Of Deliberations 
Baron Uxkull Outlines Development Of 
Baptist Church In Russia 


The twenty-sixth annual meeting of 
the Baptist Convention of Manitoba 
and the Northwest closed its sessions 
and finished its work last night. The 
closing word was fittingly spoken hy 
Superintendent Stockhouse. the man 
whose personality and counsel has 
been the directing force of the entire 
convention, His last word was a brief 
and simple statement of congratula- 
tion and thanksgiving for what had 
been accomplished in the past year 
and during the sessions of the con- 
vention. The past year had been one 
of growth. New men wad been add- 
ed to the forces of the convention, 
50 new preaching stations had been 
opened, 20 new churches built and 
nearly $50,000 raised for  inissions. 
Next year the chureh should raise 
$100,000 for missions, which would 
mean on the basis of last year’s re- 
Sults that 50 new churches would be 
built, 75 new men added to the 
forces of the convention, 200 new sta- 
tions and 4,000 converts. — Important 
readjustments had taken place in the 
general staff, provincial superinten- 
dents of missions had been appointed, | 
also superintendents of German and | 
Scandinavian missions, Important 
advances had been made in the edu- 
cational work of the convention, Two 
hew professors had been added to the 
staff of Brandon college in theology 
and English. Native teachers in 
Scandinavian and German were em- 
ployed in the collegé for the better 
training of Scandinavian and German 
students. The success ef the past 
was an emphatic prophecy of the 
future. The church and the nation 
were gahering horizon. The~ pecy- 
chological moment had come in the 
history of both, and every — effort 
should be made to lay the founda- 
tions in church and state on prin- 
ciples of righteousness and justice, 

The closing benediction was given 
by Rev. Alexander McDonald, 0? 
Ledue, the oldest pioneer of the Bap- 
tist church in Western Canada, 

The place of meeting next year was 
leit to the Home Mission Board. Rey. | 
W. J. Litch, of Vancouver, suggested | 
that in view of the iact that the con- 
ventions of British Columbia and 
Manitoba and the Northwest would 


soon be united, that the meeting 
place should be Vancouver, 
During its meeting the convention 


held sixteen sessions and was attend- 
ed by over 200 delegates from the 
three prairie provinces. Some of the 
work was purely academic and = ap 
pealed primarily to the student. 
Many of its exercises were helpiul 
for the inspiration and instruction of 
all, but the most distinctive feature 
of the convention was the infectious 
spirit of optimism and toleration to 
which was given tangible expression 
in the adoption of a policy of cv- 
operation in missions with the Church

Another outstanding feature of the

The convention hag taken a firm 
stand for the autonomy of the de- 
nominational college and the place of 
ecclesiastical education as an aid to 
church and misionary enterprise. 
The custodians of doctrine and those 
responsible for the theological views 
of the Baptist chureh have their ears 
to the ground. They are determined 
to inee the situation created by the 
liberal theology of the present day. 
Prineipal MeDiarmid’s warning was 
an intimation that the Baptist church 
will not stand for the secularization 
of religion out of existence, but that 
the postilog of its teachers and 
preachers will be to study the signs 
of the time. They will not an- 
tagonize liberalism, but will seize it, 
assimilate it and «direct it as an in- 
tegrating and vitalizing foree upon 
society, 

Baptist Union of Canada. 


At the proceedings yesterday after- 
noon the committee on Baptist union 
submitted their report. The report 
was read by D. B. Harkness, editor 
of the Northwest Baptist, who also 
moved the adoption. The motion 
was seconded by Superintendent 
Stockhouse and carried unanimously, 
It approves of the proposed union ‘f 
the following four Canadian districts: 
(1) The Maritime Provinees, (2) On- 
tario and Quebec, (3) Manitoba, Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan and (4) Bri- 
tish Columbia. This would turn the 
whole of the Canadian Baptists into 
one large body, 

A telegram conveying greetings 
from the Baptists Qgnvention of Ore- 
gon was read and elicited warm ap 
plause, 

Swedes in America. 


Rev. H. A. Hagstrom, seeretary ef 
the Swedish general conference of the 
United States, was present sand ad- 
dressed the convention on behalf of 
the Swedish Baptists of ‘he United 


States. He conveyed greetings from 
tle Swedish conferences all over the 
United Btates and from 25,000 


Swedish Baptists. There were 1,700 
Swedish Baptists in Canada, and the 
work was growing. The Swedish 
Baptists in America were only four 
years in existence, while in Bweden 
the denomination dated from 1802, 


arising from the persecutions of the 
state church in that country, 


The field was gradually widening. 
In America there were 1,262,000 
Swedish people who were not vet 


reached by Christian influences. The 
field in Canada was increasing, be- 
cause the Scandinavians are flocking 
across the border faster than the rail- 
roads could carry them. He was glad 
because of what the Baptists in the 
west were doing for the education of 
the Scandinavian student in Brandon 
college, 

One difficulty in the missionary 
policy of the Swedish Baptist Chureh 
was the transitoriness of the _ field, 
Formerly the field was in  IMlinois, 
then Iowa, subsequently in the Da- 
kotas and Minnesota. Now it was in 
the Canadian provinces and west- 
ward to Washington and Oregon, 

One need today was better trained 
men for the work than were required 
in the pet. and henee the pressing 
importance of educational  institu- 
tions where the Swedish students 
could fit themselves for higher ser- 
vice among the!: compatriots and co- 
religionists. 

The Swedes of the United States 
and Canada must be reached through 
the Swedish tongue and by Swedish 
literature. Swedish papers were in- 
creasing in circulation every month; 
Swedish fraternal societies and bene- 
fit organizations wete being formed 
among them. 

The difficulty of financing any 
scheme among them would be small, 
especially in Canada, for those who 
came here were well to do, All that 
was required was to interest them in 


Christian work and send the right 
men among then, 
Aged Ministers’ Fund. 
Rev. Wm, Padley outlined — hia 
seheme of founding a fund large 
enough, the proceeds of which 


would be ample to sustain the aged 
and- infirm ministers of the Baptist 
church in the west. He purposes 
raising half a million, Already he 
has secured 40 acres in the Okanagan 
at Summerland, where the home will 
be located, He is undertaking the 
work himsel?, but in time there is ne 
doubt, from the feling of the conven- 
tion yesterday, that he will receive 
strong support from the entire Bap- 
tist denomination. 


Resolutions. 


Professor McKee, of Brandon Col- 
lege, brought in the report oi the 
committes on resolutions. The list 
included a resolution of confidence 
and appreciation of the work done vy 
the Women’s Baptist Home and 
Foreign Missionary Society of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, the 
Grand Ligne Mission of Quebec, and 
the whole scheme of French evan 
gelization in that province, 

A resolution asking for a wider cir- 
culation of the Northwest Baptist in 
the homes of Baptist families was 
also brought down. 

Resolutions thanking the people cf 
Edmonton for their hospitality and 
the Edmonton daily papers for their 
reports of the meetings were adopted 
amidst applause; also the railways 
for reduced fares, 


Temperance and Moral Reform. 


The foliowing resolutions with res- 
pees to the liquor traffic and the pl- 
eged moral turpitude of society were 
pat an rectyd, 

Resolved. (1) That we affirm our 
position as that of unaltering and 
unalterable protest against the legal- 
ized liquor traffic of this country, 

(2) That we encourage al! — intelli- 


ent efforts which seem calculated to | 


essen the appalling evil wrought by 
that. traffic such as enforcing the 
provisions of the present Liquor 
License Act, the passing of local 
option by-laws, the securing of a te- 
duction in the houra during which 
liquor may be bought or sold. At 
the same time we recognize as -our 
goal nothing short of total prohibition 
of this traffie throughout the bounds 
of he convention. 

Resolved: That it is the conviction 
of this convention that greater purifi- 
cation of polities, of financial, social 
and business methods of this country 
is desirable at this present era cf 
our history, and that we as Baptists 
in convention take a leading part 
in the immediate improyoment of the 
present miserable state of affairs. 


Baptists of Russia. 

Baron Uxkull geve a realistic ac 
count of the condition of ‘the evan- 
gelistic movement in Russia. He 
chose as the basis of his remarks the 
opening verses of Genesis: * And 
the earth was without form and void; 
and darkness was upon the face cf 
the deep.” These words, said the 
Baron, pictured the mora) condition 
of Russia until the evangelistic move- 
ment brought the light. He related 
the various and futile attempts with- 
in the Greek chureh to throw off the 
letters of supersition, These e- 
formeys were bitterly perseeuted by 
the Orthodox church and suffered a 
teat deal and were sent to prison, 
ul, as the Baron said, “They sufier- 
ed in error and stupidity.” «4 
The evangelistic movement came 
from four different sources, Filly 
years ago German Lutheran mission- 
aries were sent to some German 
colonies in Southern Russia. A re- 
vival ivllowed in these provinces.

I| like it; it makes business 
better, and the more the merrier, I 
overpay market price and gave away 
on overpayment last winter $150,000. 


Tendency to Knock. 

“IT notice a tendency in this coun- 
try to knock Gordon and Tronsides, 
Pat Burns and the C. P. R. We three 
have made Western Canada, Gor@6n 
and lronsides, though up against it 
many times in the earlier days, hung 
on and fought it out. These men 
built the country. If I closed down 
my business tomorrow for ten days, 
the country would have nothing to 
eat and would be starving. It is a

Defense In Haywood Case Submits Evidence To

Boise, Idaho, June 25.—Counsel for 
William D. Haywood took up most 
of this morning's sessions of the 
court in a completion of the basis 
for Harry Orchard’s impeachtnent, 
and then, calling the first witness, 
entered upon a showing of relation- 
ship at Cripple Creek, prior to the 
Independence station explosion, be- 
tween Orchard and K. C. Sterling, 
then chief detective for the Mine 
Owners’ association. The impeach- 
ment of Orchard relates almost en- 
tirely to the proposition that he re- 
peatedly professed he had been 
wronged by Governor Steunenberg, 
and that when he talked = of his 
wrongs he invariably threatened to 
kill Steunenberg. Orchard positive- 
ly denied that he ever made threats 
aguinst Steunenberg to any of the 
men named by counsel for the de- 
fense at any time or plade. 

The trial was resumed at 9.30 
o'clock. Harry Orchard was ¢alled 
for the purpose of allowing the de- 
fense to complete the foundation for 
the impeachment.

Denies Conversation. 

“I had no such conversation with 
any person at any time or place,’ 
declared Orchard. | Orchard also de 
nied talking with Elliott about Gov 
ernor Steunenberg. ' 

“Do you know D. C. Copley?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Did you, in his .oon at San Fran 
cisco, discuss the blowing up of Fred 
Bradley and say thu Bradley got 
What he deserved?” 

“T may have said it, Tdicn’t haow.” 


“Didn't you say tu: Copley that 
there Was another man who had a 
hand in the Coeur d'Alene trouble 


with Governor Steunenberg, and that 
this man had driven you out of the 
country, and you intended to kill 
him?” 

“No, sir, I did not say just that, 
neither in substance nor effect. There 
was a conversation in which Governor 
Steunenberg’s name was mentioned. 

Orehard was next confronted — by 
Charles A, Sullivan, a miner from 
Cripple Creek, He said he knew Sul 
livan, 

Orchard was dismissed from the 
stand at 10.42 and the first witness 
for the defense, Mary J. King, of 
Cripple Creek, was called. 

Gas Leaked Before and After. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 25.—The 
taking of depositions in an effort to 
impeach the story of Harry O:ehard 
at the Boise trial to the effect that 
he placed a bomb in front of F. W. 
Bradley’s door, was begun here yes- 
terday. W, N. Linforth, who owned 
the building and secured a $10,000 
judgment against the gas company 
for damages caused by the esplosion, 
stated that gas leaks were found 


later and before the explosion. His 
testimony was corroborated in their 
details by Mrs. Pichard and Mrs. 
Cummings, the tenants, 

Boise, Idaho, June 25.—The _ first 
direet testimony in defence of Wm. 


Haywood, was offered to-day. 1t was 
chiefly directed toward showing that 
Harry Orchard, after blaming ex- 
Governor Prank Steunenberg for the 


loss of his interest in the Hercules 


mine, threatened to have revenge by 
killing him, and that the conduct of 
Orchard and K. C. Sterling, before 
the Independenee explosion, when 
they were frequently seen together, 
and afterwards when Stirling called off 
a bloodhound that was following 
Orchard’s trail, justified the inference 
that mine Owners inspired the crime. 
The first witness for the defence was 
receded by a further examination of 


Yrechard to permit the defence to 
complete its formal question of im- 
peachment. These were nearly all 


relative to the contention that Oreh- 
ard killed Steunenberg ti cause of an 
alleged grudge growing out of the 
sale of his interest in ihe Hercules 
mine. 

Orchard, who came into court un- 
der the protection of the squad of 
guards that always acts as his escort, 
maintained his old calmness, and 
apoke in the same soft tone that he 
did recently. He again denied that 
Ne ever threatened to kill Steunen- 


berg because of the Hercules mine, 
and again asserted that he sold his 
interest in the mine two years before 
the trouble which drove him out of 
northern Idaho, 


Orchard Threatened to Kill. 


Two witnesses, calléd later in the 
day, swore that Orchard did threaten 
tu kill Steunenberg because of the 
Hercules mine matter, and the de- 
fence has paved the way for such 
testimony from a dozen more wit- 
nesses. The two heard to-day were 
F. R. Redd, once of Cripple Creek, 
and now of Goldfield, Nev., and 
Charles A, Sullivan, formerly of Crip 
ple Creek and now a watchman in 
the Brown Hotel in Denver. Redd 
testified that he heard Orchard make 
the statement and threat in the Min- 
ers’ hall in Cripple Creek, and Sulli- 
van swore that while he and Orchard 
were fellow boarders at Jolin Nevill’s 
place in Cripple Creek, Orchard re 
peatedly said that but for Steunen 
berg, he would be a rich man, and 
that he intended to kill him. The 
cross examination showed that both 
witnesses were members of the Weat- 
ern Federation of Miners, and that 
Sullivan was a iriend of Haywood, 
Moyer and many of the union leaders 
at Cripple Creek, Dr, I. MeGee, min- 
ing broker, of the Coeur de Alenes, 
swore that Orchard told him in 1904 
at Wallace, Idaho, that he was a 
spotter for a detective agency. Orch- 
ard denied this conversation, and de- 


nied that he was in Idaho at any 
time in 1904. Several witnesses, prin- 
cipally women, who kept lodging 


houses at “Cripple Creek, testified to 
Orchard being in conference at vari- 
ous times with Sterling, the detective 
for the Mine Owners’ association 
prior to the Independence depot ex- 
plosion, and there was a further show- 
ing that meetings took place between 
Orchard and D, C. Seott, the detec.! 
tive in the employ of the Florence 
and Cripple Creek railway company’, 
Bloodhound Called Off. 


Another witness, Ira Blizard, of 
Cripple Creek, a trainman, described 
the effort to find the men guilty of 
the Independence station outrage, by 
starting a bloodhound trom the chair 
rung used in exploding the mine, 
He said the dog took the road to Col. 
orado Springs, the one over which 
Orehard fled in the night, and that 
when he reported to Sterling, he got 
orders to call the dog off. Sterling 
said he knew who blew up the sta- 
tion, and afterwards said that Steve 
Adams did it. The state fought the 
admission of the testimony about the 
bloodhound, also the admission of 
evidence covering the general features 
of the Colorado Labor laws, but in 
both instanees the court ruled with 
the defence.

NO RIGHT TO OBJECT TO 
HIGH PRICE OF COAL|:: 


Joseph Milner Says Edmonton Public Should Not Expect To Get 
Coal As Cheaply As It Once Did.--Evidence . 


Before Coal 


At yesterday afternoon's session of 
jew Yen epee Joseph yy 
mine operator, ner pany 
Bush, Clover Bar, wae the first wit- 
ness called. 

He testified that he was a member 
of the association of coal dealers, 
which apent its time and combined 
energies, according to the witness’s 
evidence, in a discussion of the diffi- 
culties of teanring and transportation. 

“You agreed to make the price of 
coal $4.50 per ton?” 

“Yes, but we would not have to 
raise the price if thé railroads had 
given the dealers spur lines to their 
mines.” 

Examined further upon this point 
Mr. Milner stated that a spur line 
two and a half miles into Clover Bar 
mines would accommodate — sev- 
en mines, that could produce 100 
tons each daily. Without this spur 
line he considered it likely that not 
more than 50 tons will be produced 
from each daily. 

' “Where was application made for 
this «pur line?” 

“I do not know. Mr. Denman and 
Mr. Hobson moved muvat actively in 
this connection.” 

“Will your coal stand storege?”’ 

“Yes, pretty well, It does not stack 
much.” 

“Then do you not think that a stor- 
age system similar to the elevator 
plan would be of advantage, to keep 
the mine more regularly at work.” 

“I do not know. I have never fig- 
ured out the matter,” 

“What do you sell your coal at in 
the city?” 

“Four dollars and a half.” 

“What do you charge for coal at 
the mine?’’ 

“Two dollars and a half per ton 
screened,” 

“What does it cost to haul your 
coal from the mine to the city?” 

“Two dollars a ton.” 

Asked if he had any general re- 
marks to make’ upon the coal trade, 
the witness replied that the ‘coal deal- 
ers’ difficulties were largely a ques- 
tion of transportation. Even in draw- 
ing the coal from’the mine to the city 
someé of the mines near the city had 
an advantage of $1 a ton over the 
mines more distant, This would be 
obviated by spur lines. 

“Tiow much did your coal cost de- 
livered in the city last winter?’ 

“Three dollars and a quarter a 
ton?” 

Public Has Objected to Price. 

“Has the public objected to the 
sed you set on coal last winter?” 

“Yes.” 


“Do you think the public has any 
right to raise an outcry here against 
the price of coal ” 

“TI think they. have.no right.” 

“But it. is not very long ago that 
Edmonton coal was selling at $2.50 
a ton?” 

“No, but that coal was mined under 
the town, and these mines are now 
closed. The change of labor condi- 
tions and the supplies make a dif- 
ference now in the expense of produc- 
ing the coal. Men in those days re- 
ceived $14 a month and their board.” 

“How much do your miners re- 
ceive?” 

“They make from $2.50 to $3.00 a 
day in the winter time.” 

Carelessness Causes Accidents. 

Questioned in regard to accidents 
in mines the witness expresesd his be- 
lief that 99 out of every 100 miners 
were hurt by their own carelessness.” 

“tf believe no company would de- 
liberately run a man into danger,” he 
added. — 

The. witness then cited a- couple of 
instances in this district in the past 
three years in which miners had de- 
liberately endangered and lost their 
lives. He did not believe this ten- 
dency to carelessness would be affect- 
ed in any way by the compensation 
law. He would favor a system of in- 
surance, though not: compulsory in- 
surance, for the miner, as preferable 
to the compensation law. He had not 
sufficiently studied the law in force 
in British Columbia to know whether 
or not it benetitted the miner in the- 
ory rather than practice. He had not 
noted whether or not the cases for 


compensation were drawn oft io 
years in the courts, and the miner

wearied of the effort to follow it. 


Ex-Inspector Testifies. 

Evidence was next given by Frank 
Smith, .ex-inspector of mines in Al- 
berta, from. which. position he resign- 
ed last September. He is temporar- 
ily managing the Morinville mines. 
For seven years he had been inspector 
of mines for the Northwest Territor- 
ies. He had then jurisdiction over 
all. the mines, but two asisstants were 

inted in the early part of 1906. 
‘he official report made by Mr. 
Smith for 1906 and 1906 was brought 
on the table, and investigation made 
into the number and nature of acci- 
dents occurring in the mines during 
that period. There had been 67 ac- 
cidents, of which two he felt sure 
were due only to the carelessness of 
the men injured. 

“What means would you suggest as 
a way of giving compensation to min- 
ers injured in accidents?” 

“Where the unions are well organ- 
ized a certain sum might be kept out 
of the men’s wages for insurance, 
compulsory insurance. And in a case 
of accident, where directly roved 
that the injured man was to blame, 
the union should pay the compensa- 
Where the company was shown 
to have been responsible for the ac- 
cident the company should be com- 
pelled to pay. Uf the blame were 
mutual then the company and union 
should both pay the compensation, in 
any case the miner and his family 
should have compensation. 

“Do you think that the matter 
could be more easily dealt with by 
the government?”’ 

“It might be, and a board of 
arbitration might adjust the claims,

HOME IN ENGLAND 


Feels He Is Not A Stranger.-- 
Great Humorist Luncheoned 
By Pilgrim Society 


London, June 25.—The finest tribute 


which Mark Twain (Samuel L. Cle- 
mens) has received in England was 
the Pilgrims’ luncheon in his honor 
to-day. The guests numbered 150 per- 
eons, many of whose names are known 
on both sides of the Atlantic. Two 
notable speeches were made—that of 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, Birrell, a 
tribute which brought the company to 
its feet with prolonged cheering, and 
Mark Twain’s reply, which was large- 
ly humorous. After speaking in that 
strain jor some minutes, however, he 
paused and said: “I have chaffed and 
chaffed and chaffed, but man does not 
reach the verge of 72 years without 
knowing life.” He then proceeded in 
& serious and somewhat pathetic 
strain, which touched his auditors 
deeply, and then bowed his thanks. 
He said: “I have to catch a train for 


Oxiord,” and withdrew while the 
hosts cheered with enthusiasm. 
There were only two toasts, ‘King 


Edward and the President of the Un- 
ited States,” and “Our Guest, Mark 
Twain.” 

Mr. Birrell, in proposing the latter 
toast, said that Samuel L. Clemens 
was known to all good men and wo- 
men in both hemispheres, and to all 
boys and girls who are good for any- 
thing, as “Mark Twain.”’ The dead 
authors, he said, were a mighty army. 
They abounded on the shelves, but 
Mark Twain was the finest specimen 
extant of the living author. They 
all loved him and were there to tell 
him so. H eremembered in 1867 buy- 
ing a copy of ‘The Jumping Frog,” 
in the preface of which Twain was 
described as “The Moralist of the 
Main, but.the author had proved to 
be an influence in dissipating na- 
tional prejudice and would leave 
the world richer than he had found 
it. 

Mr. Clemens, replyiing, said tinat 
Secretary Birrell had touched very 
lightly upon his position as a moral- 
ist. He was glod to. be recognized 
as such because he had suffered since 
he had been in England. When he 
eame here, he said, he saw a plack- 
ard announcing “That Mark Twain 


Arrives,”’ and the ‘‘Ascot Cup _— is 
Stolen,” and he had no doubt that 
his character had suffered. He was 


auite sineere in his protest, for he 
never got the cup, because he never 
had a chance to get it. Then in a 
similar mood he told story after story, 
until, becoming more serious, he 
pathetically referred to the loss of 
his daughter. 

In concluding, he said: “I have 
received, since arriving, hundreds 
and hundreds of letters from all con- 
ditions of people in England. There 
is compliment and praise in them, 
but abave all there is the note of af- 
fection, and affection is the most 
precious word & man can desire, whe- 
ther for character or achievement 
These letters make me feel that’ ir 
England, as in America, I am not a 
stranger, not an alien, but at home.”

ILED OVER NEW 
YORK IN AIRSHIP 


Operator Had Perfect Control 
Of Big Machine.-- Collision

New York, N.¥., June 25.—To-day a 
big cigar-shaped airship sailed across 
and circled around and above the 
high office buildings in Brooklyn, and 
then swept across the East River and 
alighted gently in the midst of a 
crowd ‘numbering thousands which 
had gathered in Battery park.

“THE. QUESTION 
OF DEMURRAGE 


“Sauce For The Goose Is Sauce 
For The Gander”.--Opinion 
Of U. 8. Court 


At a recent meeting of the Missix- 
tippi Pine Assdciation, C. W. Robin- 
won, 2 noted authority, read an excel- 
“Tent paper ‘on “Transportation.” Fol- 
lowing is a portion of the address, 
particularly intresting to Western. 
Canada: 
Reciprocal Demiurrage. 

We have road everything that has 
been” published in the public press, 
so far as we could, in reference to the 
fairness of reviprucal demurrage, by 
which me tmean that as the railroad 
companies tat the shipper $1. a dsy 
for the use of :heit cars if same are 
not loaded within 48 hours after be- 
ing placed at pont ct shipticut and 
make the san, chatge against the 
consignee if he fails to unload cars 
when set out to bim within 45 hows 
after same are placed for apelin 
we think that the failure of a rail- 
road company to furnish cars when 
ordered entitles the shipper to a like 
demurrage charge. For many yeurs 
it has ben the policy of the railways 
to encourage the building of factories 
and sawmills and to encourage the 
growth of agriculture, holding ort 
that they were in position to handle 

. the increaged business. Certainly, 
then after inducing the people to ‘n+ 
vest their money, their failure to pro- 
vide facilities or to furnish cara when 
ordered entitles the producer to some 
slight recompense for the logs caus- 
ed by their failure to keep the im- 
plied ocntract. As the old axiom has 
it, “Sauce. for the goose is also sauce 
for the gander.” 

We would increase to the railroad 
companies and to the shipper this 

_ demurrnge charge, making it from $2 
to $b a day instead cf $1 a day as now 
charged, provided always that there 
be’ reciprocity in the process of 
charging. ‘The shipper who can not 
unload his cars or who seeks to make 
warehouses of the cars cannot com- 
plain if he is compelled to pay for 
such negligence or for such ware- 
house privileges. But, on the other 
hand, the railroads cayinot complain 
if they do not keep the terms of their 
contract held out to the shipper when 
endeavoring to induce him to invest 
his money so as to give them busi- 


ness. 


Originated by Railways. 

Lemurrage charges were originated 
by the railways. The idea or rule of 
charging the shipper demurrage was 
at first opposed by shippers and re- 
ceivers of solid cars ot freight, but 
they were forced to readjust their af- 
fairs by providing better facilities for 
loading and unloading promptly, The 
railways, in spile of the opposition 
of consignee and consignor, quickly 
-erganised--cat-service associations and 
arbitrarily insisted that the public 
adjust itself to the rules so establish- 
éd. The ‘Yesult was good in that the 
owners of cars secured through de 
murrage charges more nearly con- 
‘tinuous service. We here quote from 
an éditorial in a recent number of 

the American Lumberman: 
“Predicted on the established fact 
that the outcome \ as for the general 
welfare (while the burden imposed 
‘by the car service rules was borne by 
‘the patrons of the railroads) it was 
argued that a further requirement 
compelling {the railroad companies 
to furnish and move cars within a 
specified time would operate still fur- 
ther to improve conditiens, Advo- 
cates of reciprocal demurrage hold 
that so long as it is optional with 
the transportation companies when 
cars shall be furnished and how fast 
they shall be moved after being load- 
ed so long wilt the carriers consult 
their own convenience in fulfilling 
the functions for which they were 
chartered. The plea that reciprocal 
demurrage would stipulate the per- 
formance of some duty which it is 
physically impossible to periorm is 
entirely out of line. The receiver of 
freight who at one time held a car 
foaded at destination pending his 
ability to make satisfactory disposi- 
tion of the contents could with rea- 
son have presented the same argu- 
ment and it would have had the same 
force and effect. Of course, the con- 
signee could not unload a shipment 
* unless he had facilities, and when it 
became necessary for him to pay a 
high rental for using the cars for 
storage purposes he decided that it 
would eb economical for him to 
equip himseif sv that he could do 
business in a aatisfactory manner. 
The raisroad that has fewer cars this 
year than last, or that has not pro- 
gressed and expanded in keeping 
with the general enlargement of pro- 
ducing facilities along its lines, nat- 
urally cannot give prompt and sat- 
isfactory service, but there is no law 
prohibiting the railroad company 
irom improving its roadbed and in- 
creasing the number of locomotives 
and freight cars it owns and oper- 


ates.” 
Court's Opinion. 

On this question the Supreme 
Court of Mississippi has recently de- 
livered an opinfon, from which we 
quote «s follows: 

“The purpose of these charges is to 
benefit the public at large. On the 
one hand, the railroad commission ‘n 
imposing demurrage charges had in 
view the purpose of requiring cars to 
be unloaded by consignees with all 
reasonable dispatch and delivered 
back tb the railroad companies that 
they might go again into the traflic 
business, to haul other freight of 
other consignees, and, on the other 
hand, the object of the railroad com- 
missivn in imposing iecipsocal de- 
murrage charges was to compel the 
railroad companies, couversely, with 
the same end in view, to move cars 
louded with all reasonable dispatch 
‘to consignees in order that they 
might be promptly returned to the 
country. The purpose was to keep 
in constant ,rapid movement all the 
cars railroad companies have, the 
country over, in service everywhere 


peditiously. and the things transport. 
ed by freight ears all over. the land 
be delivered promptly everywhere. 
“In twenty states reciprocal de- 
mu moasures are pending or 
have enacted, Nearly all the 
organizations in the country repre- 
senting large shippers have asked for 
reciprocal demurrage. It would cor- 
rect many of the most serious de- 
fects from which the country is suf- 
Yering. The law of reciprocal  de- 
murrage is founded in the soundest 
common sense and the highest spirit 
of equity. If such lawg,are rigorous- 
ly enforced we, shall hear no longer 
of the freight sg vee that has

The sugegstion brought Alderman 
Macauley to his feet to declare that 
the matter of particular moment was 
the issuing of « correct directory. 

Alderman Picard wanted to see a 
typographically correct directory, but 
he did not approve of the odvertising 
scheme, 

Long List of Queries. 

There was no dearth of questions 
asked. Nearly every alderman waunt- 
ed information on some point or 
other.

Alderman Daly—Is there any by- 
law providing for the hygienie car- 
rying of bread from bread wagons to 
the houses of customers? 

Alderman Manson—What remedy 
ean the city offer to improve the con- 
ditions existing on Fifth street, where 
on two lots are situated two dwell- 
ing houses, a stable, a store and five 
shacks, the latter inhabited by six 
tamilies? 

Second Directory Discusison. 


Alderman Macauley revived the 
telephone directory discussion by in- 
timating that he considered the an- 
swer to his question in reference to 
this subject evasive. He considered 
an entirely new directory should be 
issued. He cited a number of in- 
stances wherein the new directory 
was incorrect. He wanted the offi- 
cial responsible for these errors held 
responsible ior the issuing of a sec- 
ond new one. 

About That Crack. 

Commissioner Pace gave some re- 
assuring information relative to the 
erack which had been recently dis 
covered in the north wall of the new 
telephone building. After the erack 
had first been discovered it had 
growing for two or three days, The 
crack was caaseg™l bythe failure of 
the concrete footings of the building 
to properly set. These concrete foot- 
ings were put in on. the order of 
Architect agoon. The footings 
were now being taken out and re- 
placed. The wall where the crack 
was would have to be torn down and 
rebuilt, 

Acting Mayor Manson asked the 
commissioner for his opinion as to the 
advisability of having constructed 
the concrete foctings during the win 
ter 

If the citizens had not been *ail- 
ing for the immediate erection of the 
building it would probably have 
been better to have waited until 
spring before commencing operations. 
But the building was all night, and 
there would be no trouble aiter the 
new footings were put in. 

A committee composed of Aldermen 
Anderson Manson and Picard, was 
named to investigate, 

Alderm. Anderson gave it as his 


opinion that the contractors were not 
to be justly held responsible for the 


defect in the building. The concrete 


footings had been put in upon the 
instructions of the architect and com. 


missioners, and not on the advice of 


the contractors. 
Move to Rep: al Closing Bylaw. 


Alderman Mucauley dragged the 
early closing bylaw before the coun- 
cil by giving notice of motion for its 


repeal. He said that if the bylaw 
could not be enforced, it should be 
repealed and it was not being en- 
forced. 

Commissioner Pace said the police 
department was experiencing con 
siderable difficulty in obtaining evi- 
dence upon which to press a charge 
against. a storekeeper for violation of 
the bylaw. The method used by the 
storekeepers of evading it at present 
was on the ground that their stores 
were being kept open to sell fruits 

and candies. A plain clothes detect- 
ive had age hehe a storekeeper put- 
ting up a parcel, but when asked for 
an explanation, the storekeeper ex 
plainedstt@® order was being put up 
Yor delivery the following morning. 

“The taking of an order at night 
to fill it the next day is a violation 
of the bylaw,” said Alderman Walker. 

Alderman Gariepy said the bylaw 
had been framed upon the early 
closing statute in existence in Mani 
toba. He advised securing legal ad- 
vice to ascertain if there were any 
loopholes in it. 

Acting Mayor Manson was of the 
opinion that if the police department 
was diligent, it would have no diffi- 
culty in securing sufficient evidence 
to obtain a conviction, and after that 
the breaking of the bylaw would 
600Nn cease, 

Alderman Daly entered into an ar- 
gument to show the grave injustice 
done the small storekeepers by this 
early closing bylaw. 

Alderman Gariepy wanted to know 
what was being done in connection 
with the C. P. R.’s entrance to the 
city. He was informed that on the 
return of Commissioner Kinnaird 
some definite information might be 
forthcoming. 

Accounts amounting to $27,528.51 
were passed and ordered paid. 

The meeting adjourned to Friday 
of this week, On account of the fair 
next week no meeting will be held on 
‘Tuesday. ‘

LORD'S DAY ACT 
APPLIES TO YUKON 


Decision of Justice Department 
To This Effect Carries 
Consternation 


Ottawa, June 25—The deparment of 


justice has decided that the Lord’s 
Day act is applicable to the Yukon 
territoy and that it is the duty of 


the officers of the law to enforce it. 
Mor some time the opinion had been 
prevalent in the Yukon that the act 
could net be applied inasmuch as its 
enfor-c.ient is entrusted to the ‘at- 
loriiey general of the province,” and 
the Yukon not being a provinee or 
having an attorney general, the terri- 
tory would be exempt. The deputy 
minister of justice pointed out, how- 
ever, that under the interpretation 
act the Northwest territories and the 
Yukon are specified as provinces, the 


| attorney general for whom i the at-

In the first place it was 
the duty of the trade and commerce 
officials to administer it, Then that 
duty was turned over to the Inland 
Revenue department, but the officials 
of these two departments were top 
busy to worry about the size of berry 
boxes, and the result was they kept 
getting smallec until they got down to 
about 2-5 of a quart. The adminie- 
tration of the law was then turned 
over to the inspectors of tne frmt 
branch, The berries arrive during 
their slack season, so they started af- 
ter the small fruit men last summer 
with warnings, which were ronewed 
this spring. The result is that they 
have reported to Ottawa that they 
have so far found no undersized ber- 
ry boxes on the market, and the man 
ufacturers state that none have been 
ordered, The boxes from the United 
| States are all reported to be up to 
[Ate Canadian standard of size,
